A Source of Pride 


John P. Speicher established Northwestern as a source 
of pride to all who were connected with it. Inside his 
school, an eagerness for accomplishment premeated each 
class and organization as it earnestly strove toward per- 
fection for Northwestern. This spirit inspired activities 
which accumulated extensive honors from outside 
sources. Mr. Speicher, the leader of his faculty and stu- 
dent body, was an integral part of all such activities. 


Community, state, and national organizations recog- 
nized the academic and athletic accomplishments under 
his administration. Basketball and track teams won 
state titles. Science students led the country with seven 
Science Achievement Awards and won further recogni- 
tion in the Science Fairs and Westinghouse Science Tal- 
ent Search. The Band took first place in the Lions 
Club Competition for six consecutive years, and it was 
nationally televised while appearing in the Macy’s Pa- 
rade in New York City. The Nor’wester was chosen 
“Best in the State” by the Maryland Scholastic Press As- 
sociation; the Compass received first place rating from 
the Columbia Scholastic Press Association. Graduating 
seniors completed these proceedings by earning more 
than one half million dollars in scholarships for higher 
education. 


This remarkable eight-year record truly reflects the 
sincere interest and dedication of Mr. Speicher, as it also 
represents the success he brought Northwestern. 


He was an educator who developed his students by 
showing a belief in young people that stimulated them 
with its enthusiasm. He faithfully attended every pos- 
sible school function. His warm congratulations and 
personal concern for the participating students inspired 
and guided them to even greater achievements. 


This was the spirit of communication between the 
students and their principal that made Northwestern’s 
prodigious record possible. 


This same quality endeared Mr. Speicher in the hearts 
of his students forever. A returning graduate once greet- 
ed Mr. Speicher, standing among students in the lobby 
as he so often did, with the phrase, “I bet you can’t re- 
member me.” Mr. Speicher’s reply was the ex-student’s 
correct name. The surprised alumnus inquired as to 
how the principal of such a large school was able to 
remember so many names. Mr. Speicher’s second answer 
perfectly evinced the depth of the mutual emotion be- 
tween him and his school. He stated simply, “It’s 
not easy to forget the people you love.”

A Silver 


A great educator, John P. Speicher, devoted his life to 
schooling in Prince George’s County. This dedicated 
man had truly earned the respect, admiration, and deep 
affection that students and teachers gave him so gen- 


uinely. He had loved them well and was well loved 
in return. 


His faculty at Northwestern recently honored Mr. 
Speicher at a testimonial dinner commemorating his 25 
years of service to the county. The celebration, held 
at a downtown hotel, brought tears and laughter with 
its warmth of feeling to the principal. In addition, the 
College Park Lions Club chose Mr. Speicher “Man of 
the Year” for his contributions to the community. 

Mr. Speicher had served at Northwestern since its 
opening. Previously, he had worked as a science teacher 
at Bladensburg High School, as a teacher and later the

principal of Oxon Hill High School, as the principal 
at Greenbelt High School, and as high school superin- 
tendent of his county. In 1955, he was offered the job 
of school superintendent of Charles County, but de- 
clined it, one factor in his decision being his devotion 
to the school system here. 


Mr. Speicher was born and reared in Accident, Mary- 
land and was graduated in 1934 with a Bachelor of Arts 
degree from Western Maryland College. Continuing to 
study at the University of Maryland, he received his 
Master of Arts degree in education in 1941. He later 
did advanced work at George Washington University, 
Columbia University, and the University of Maryland. 
He used this education to educate others, and thus he 


made an invaluable contribution to the youth of Prince 
George’s County.
